Surfacing 
work will 
cause road 
disruption 

DRIVERS will face diver¬ 
sions and disruption as road 
works and closures start on 
a busy high street in the 
Black Country. 

Resurfacing work on 
Quarry bank High Street 
will begin at the end of this 
month and will last for two 
weeks. 

Work on the A4100 will 
take place between the 
roundabout at Park Road 
and the Dudley borough 
boundary at Cradley Forge 
and will include the installa¬ 
tion of a new 20mph zone in 
the vicinity of Quarry Bank 
Primary School. 

Busiest 

It will begin on July 28 
and motorists travelling to¬ 
wards Merry Hill and Brier- 
ley Hill will face disruption 
as the road will be closed on 
weekdays between 9.30am 
and 3.30pm. 

The road will be kept 
open to traffic coming from 
Merry Hill and Brierley Hill 
heading towards Cradley. 

A full overnight closure 
is also planned for August 1 
when a section of the road, 
from the roundabout at 
Park Road to Queen Street, 
will be laid overnight. 

Transport boss Councillor 
Khurshid Ahmed said: “It is 
one of the busiest roads in 
the borough but it needs re¬ 
surfacing and the disruption 
will be worth it in the en d.” 

Temporary 
crime role 

A TEMPORARY police and 
crime commissioner for the 
West Midlands has been ap¬ 
pointed in the wake of the 
death of Bob Jones, amid 
criticism of a by-election 
being tabled in just over a 
month. 

Labour’s Yvonne Mos¬ 
quito, deputy PCC, was for¬ 
mally appointed to take the 
reins until a by-election on 
August 21 but she will not 
take the role permanently 
as Labour ‘s candidate for 
the role is former Solihull 
councillor and Plymouth 
MP David Jamieson. 


CHANCELLOR'S 
HOSPITAL VOW 


CHANCELLOR George Osborne has 
pledged investment in Rowley Regis 
Hospital despite also giving the green 
light to a £353 million ‘super hospital’ 
for the Black Country. 

Rowley Regis Hospital will see its role in pro¬ 
viding non-acute community care expanded. 

The announcement came as the Chancellor visited Row- 


ley Regis Hospital, part of 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Meanwhile, the 670-bed 
acute Midland Metropoli¬ 
tan Hospital in Grove Lane, 
Smethwick, has been on the 
cards for a decade. 

It has been hit by delays 
amid a shake-up of the con¬ 
troversial private finance 
initiative, which funds new 
buildings but mounts up 
debts over many years. 

Treasury 

The hospital is due to take 
up 16 acres on Grove Lane 
but a further 31 acres of 
land between Grove Lane, 
Cranford Street, Heath 
Street and Dugdale Street is 
to be transformed and filled 
with business and housing 
schemes. 

On Monday it was an¬ 
nounced that the Treasury 
is providing £100m to the 
scheme, with the rest raised 
from private investment. 

Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris 
wrote to the Chancellor in 
2012 asking for the Treas¬ 
ury to back the new hospi¬ 
tal. 

Mr Osborne said: “This 
ambitious package will en¬ 
sure that patients across 
the West Midlands continue 
to benefit from access to 
world-class acute treatment 
and cutting-edge facilities. 

“It is because of the diffi¬ 
cult decisions we have taken 
as a Government that we

have been able to protect 
healthcare spending, and 
announce new facilities. 

“The hospital is going to 
be a fantastic addition to the 
community and will meet 
needs for decades to come.” 

The Chancellor said the 
announcement showed a 
dramatic turnaround in the 
fortunes of Rowley Regis 
Hospital, which had been 
under threat but will now 
see its role in providing com¬ 
munity care increased. 

Mr Osborne continued: 
“We will invest in hospitals 
like Rowley Regis here. This 
is proof that we are commit¬ 
ted to the NHS and that we 
have a long-term economic 
plan which makes invest¬ 
ment like this possible. 
Four years ago this hospital 
was facing the closure of its 
wards. Now we have wards 
open and staff are really ex¬ 
cited about the future.” 

Construction of the new 
hospital is expected to start 
in 2016 and be completed by 
2018-19. 

Richard Samuda, Chair¬ 
man of Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals 
said: “The Chancellor’s 
announcement at Rowley 
Regis Hospital reinforces 
our strategy of local care for 
long term conditions and a 
single specialist acute centre 
at the Midland Met.”

Her 42-year-old firefighter father 
from Brierley Hill, said he initially 
kept the Facebook diary as a way of 
updating family and friends. 

He said: “Daisy-Mae finally made it 
to the top of her mountain and I’m so 
proud of her. 

Coping 

“My way of coping was to write a 
diary to her. A diary from your daddy 
to the girl who couldn’t wait. But then 
I realised how concerned our family 
and friends were, so I began writing 
one on Facebook too, so everyone 
could see how she was doing. 


“We now had people from all over 
the world sending their thoughts and 
prayers which helped us to stay pos¬ 
itive. I don’t know how we would’ve 
coped without them. We’ve even been 
sent presents from all over the UK and 
from people around the world includ¬ 
ing Canada and Australia. 

“Midwives, professors and students 
are now using Daisy-Mae’s journey to 
help educate other women and moth¬ 
ers about premature babies.” 

His blog, coupled with a diary, is 
being turned into a book, due for re¬ 
lease on September 13 to coincide with 
Daisy-Mae’s christening.

Fire call outs 
despite strike 

THERE were two call outs 
for firefighters in Dudley 
during their nationwide 
strike on Monday. 

Members of the Fire Bri¬ 
gades Union in the region 
staged two walk outs dur¬ 
ing which time there were a 
total of 13 incidents across 
the West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice area. 

Non-striking staff were 
called to a road accident in 
Cinder Road, Lower Gornal, 
just after 6am and a car fire 
in Garratt Street, Brierley 
Hill, just before 7am. 
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Drug 

A DRUG dealer who tried to sell 
over six kilos of cannabis to get out 
of debt has been locked up for 16 
months. 

Police found £34,500 worth 
of skunk and cannabis resin at 
the home of 64-year-old Robert 
Whitelaw, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. The haul was discov¬ 
ered in carrier bags and cling film 
pouches along with a small amount

of cocaine for personal use, revealed 
Miss Sharonjit Bahia. 

Officers also recovered £15,000 
cash at the address in Mill Street, 
Brierley Hill during the raid a year 
ago. 

Miss Bahia said: “The defendant 
escorted the officers executing the 
search warrant to where the canna¬ 
bis and cocaine were stored.” 

Whitelaw had seven previous

convictions, several for drug deal¬ 
ing, including one for which he was 
jailed for six years. He had also been 
locked up for two years in France 
for importing and possessing drugs 
in 1995. 

Mr John Evans, defending, said: 
“He is a man with a significant 
number of health problems but ac¬ 
cepts that he intended to sell the 
drugs in bulk for a profit.”

Whitelaw pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
sessing cannabis with intent to sup¬ 
ply and possession of cocaine. He 
was sent to prison by Judge Robin 
Onions who told him: “You ran 
into financial difficulties last year 
and saw this supply of cannabis as 
a way of solving them. You were 
motivated purely by financial gain.”

Free travel passes for

It also hoped the funding will create 6,000 new cy¬ 
clists, add an extra 5.5 million trips on public trans¬ 
port each year and cut car journeys by 22.9 million 
kilometres a year.

Predatory 
paedophile 
sent to jail 

A PREDATORY paedophile 
from Dudley who sexually 
abused two girls has been 
jailed for four-and-a-half 
years. 

Wayne Ault denied three 
counts of sexual activity 
with a child under 13 and 
three charges of causing a 
child to watch images of sex¬ 
ual activity. He was found 
guilty of all six charges 
following a three-day trial 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

The 36-year-old, of Green 
Park Road, Kates Hill, was 
jailed after the girls re¬ 
ported his crimes. 

Detective Constable Cath- 
erin Blagin said: “I would 
like to commend these 
young girls for the bravery 
they showed in speaking up. 

“I hope this strength of 
character helps them to 
move forward and gives 
other young victims the 
confidence to report such 
offences to us, knowing they 
will be taken seriously by 
the police. 

“Ault is a predatory of¬ 
fender who took advantage 
of his position of trust to 
abuse his victims. Dudley 
is a safer place with him in 
prison and on his release, he 
will be on the sex offenders 
register for life.”

Schemes will include 
free travel passes and cy¬ 
cling support for jobseek¬ 
ers, travel advice for school 
leavers starting education, 
training or new jobs, travel 
support for students and 
staff at secondary schools, 
colleges and universities, 
as well as bespoke travel 
support for households and 
businesses. 

There will also be free 
adult cycle training and bus 
and HGV driver training 
focussed on vulnerable road 
users including cyclists. The 
initiatives start next year. 

The project involves the 
creation of new cycle routes, 
upgrades to traffic junctions 
and free travel advice for 
residents. 

Councillor Judith Rowley, 
Centro’s sustainable trans¬ 
port guru, said: “This new 
funding will allow us to con¬ 
tinue these schemes which 
reduce the congestion cost¬ 
ing our region more than 
£2 billion a year, as well as 
making sure our residents 
are well connected to jobs, 
education and training.” 

The schemes are the re¬ 
sult of close collaboration 
between Centro, the four 
Black Country councils and 
the Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership (LEP), which in¬ 
cludes local business people 
and politicians and is tasked 
with drawing up initiatives 
that can bring about eco¬ 
nomic growth and job crea¬ 
tion.

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More than 
100 theft 
reports on 
railways 

MORE than 110 thefts of 
passenger property were 
reported at railways in the 
Black Country and parts of 
Staffordshire over the past 
18 months, new figures 
show. 

A total of 112 thefts were 
reported to British Trans¬ 
port Police in 18 months. 

Around 82 of these took 
place in 2013, with a further 
32 in the first six months of 
this year. 

They were reported on 
trains in what is known as 
the Wolverhampton sector, 
which has stations including 
Bloxwich, Tipton, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Coseley, Hednes- 
ford and Stafford. 

British Transport Police 
are currently running Op¬ 
eration Magnum in a bid to 
crackdown on the problem 
and to encourage people to 
keep their valuables safe. 

It was launched last year 
following a 16 per cent rise 
in thefts at stations and on 
trains across Britain. 

But police say the oper¬ 
ation is already having an 
impact with theft figures on 
track to be lower this year. 

Brian Price, spokesman 
for British Transport Police, 
said: “We take all incidents 
seriously. Thieves operating 
on the rail network should 
know that they will be 
caught and dealt with.” 

Police plea 
after death 

A MOTORCYCLIST has 
died days after being seri¬ 
ously injured in a crash. 

Ashley Sylvester was in¬ 
volved in a collision with a 
silver BMW on New Street 
at the junction with Manor 
Road in Wordsley on July 5. 

The 20-year-old from 
Wordsley was taken to 
hospital but died four days 
later. 

Sergeant Neil Higgins 
said: “A young man has 
tragically lost his life and 
we are trying to understand 
how that happened . Anyone 
who witnessed the collision 
and has not already spoken 
to police can contact 101.” 

A female first 

A NEW chief prosecutor has 
been appointed for the West 
Midlands. 

Grace Ononiwu OBE will 
take over from Harry Ire¬ 
land, who has retired. She 
will become the first female 
chief crown prosecutor and 
first from an ethnic minor¬ 
ity community. 


Councillor backs call for resignations at school 


PARENTS of children at a failing primary 
school in Coseley have called for the head¬ 
teacher and governors to resign. 

Hurst Hill Primary School was placed 
in special measures after an Ofsted report 
published on June 27 labelled the school 
inadequate. 

But headteacher Mrs Caroline Dingle 
says a number of improvement measures 
have already been put in place. 

The inspection took place in May just 
days after parents took their children out of 


class amid concerns that a pupil had a knife 
— rumours that proved to be unfounded. 

Now members of Hurst Hill parents 
group are campaigning for Mrs Dingle and 
the management team to step down and 
those parents are being being backed by 
Coseley councillor Star Etheridge. 

Councillor Etheridge has written to the 
Interim Directorate of Children’s Services 
at Dudley Council to highlight parents’ con¬ 
cerns and said: “It appears that due to the 
poor results from Ofsted that resignations 


of the said leadership team and the gover¬ 
nors is the most appropriate first step. The 
children are the first and only consideration 
in this matter.” Karl Stevens, Chairman of 
the parents group added: “We want resig¬ 
nations. The school is simply failing our 
children.” 

Mrs Dingle said: “We always strive for 
the very best educational standards for 
our pupils and recognise the opportunity 
to make improvements. A number of im¬ 
provement measures have already been 


put in place, including partnership working 
with other schools, and we will continue 
to keep parents regularly informed as we 
make progress. 

“We want to maintain a positive, learning 
environment for all of the children to the 
end of term, and welcome any comments 
from parents to us directly. Our pupils will 
continue to be at the heart of everything we 
do, and we will continue to work with the 
local authority, parents and governors to 
raise standards further.” 


Children's centre jobs 
are under threat again 


MORE jobs are at risk of redundancy as part 
of a shake-up of children’s centres across 
Dudley, it has been announced. 

It comes after the council made a U-turn on plans 
to close seven of the borough’s 20 centres, after the 
proposals sparked outrage from parents and coun¬ 
cillors. 

At the time, Dudley Council said all centres would re¬ 


main open for the foresee¬ 
able future but it would 
need to look at other ways 
to make savings due to pres¬ 
sure on the children’s ser¬ 
vices budget. 

But the council has re¬ 
vealed 19 jobs have been 
identified as at risk of re¬ 
dundancy, which includes 
nine management positions 
which already been cut. 

The borough’s education 
chief Tim Crumpton said: 
“We have 20 children’s 
centres in the borough and 
employ 226 staff. Following 
extensive public consulta¬ 
tion we have committed to 
keeping all 20 centres open 
and remodel the service. 

“Sadly, we identified 19 
positions at risk of redun¬ 
dancy. Of these, some have 
since left the service of their 
own choice and we are con¬ 
tinuing to work with the 
other employees following 
council procedures.” 

The process is expected 
to be completed by the end 
of August. As part of the 
shake-up, five main centres 
have retained services while 
others have had their hours 
slashed and number of ser¬ 
vices cut as a result.

The management of the 
centres has been merged 
into five ‘cluster’ centres, 
Brierley Hill, Dudley Cen¬ 
tral, Dudley North, Hale¬ 
sowen and Stourbridge. The 
number of management 
positions has been reduced 
from 14 to five. 

Thousands protested 
against the closure plans 
which the council had hoped 
would save £2.3 million over 
the next three years to help 
meet a £30m shortfall. 

Parents,councillors and 
MPs campaigned to protect 
them from closure, say¬ 
ing they were a vital part 
of communities. They ar¬ 
gued the centres provide 
an important lifeline and 
a support network for new 
parents. 

Hundreds of people re¬ 
sponded to a council con¬ 
sultation and many raised 
petitions calling for the 
council to re-think its deci¬ 
sion. 

More than 15,000 chil¬ 
dren have access to the cen¬ 
tres.

More signing up 
to donate organs 

THOUSANDS of people in 
Dudley have signed up to 
the organ donor register 
since the start of a council 
campaign. 

The number of donors on 
the register from the bor¬ 
ough has gone up by 20.9 
per cent in two years.

More than £l.5m spent on repairs 


MORE than £1.5 million was spent 
repairing emergency services’ ve¬ 
hicles involved in crashes, figures 
reveal. 

West Midlands Police was the big¬ 
gest spender, having to splash out 
more than £lm to repair damaged 
cars following hundreds of colli¬ 
sions. 

West Midlands Ambulance, West

Costs 

Bosses say they use a variety of 
ways to keep costs down, including 


using recycled parts in repairs and 
local garages. 

Gary Mallett, fleet manager for 
West Midlands Police, said: “Dur¬ 
ing 2013/14 there were over 350 col¬ 
lisions where police vehicles were 
hit by other drivers with no blame 
attributable to the police driver, 
criminally damaged or occasionally 
where controlled tactical contact 
was made to bring a safe ending to 


a particular incident. Some of these 
incidents require West Midlands 
Police to fund the repair or replace¬ 
ment police vehicle. Certain special¬ 
ist roles within the force, like traffic 
policing, require high-performance 
vehicles in order to tackle offenders 
who may be driving similarly capa¬ 
ble vehicles to commit crime on the 
region’s road network . Such cars 
can be expensive to repair.” 


Burial fees are among 
highest in the country 


THE West Midlands is the eighth most ex¬ 
pensive place in the UK to be buried in — al¬ 
most £1,000 above the average cost. 

On average it costs £5,552 to be buried in the re¬ 
gion, compared to the national figure of £4,690. 

Nationally, costs of cremations have soared 12 per cent 
since 2012, as well as nine per cent for burials. 

The West Midlands is marginally cheaper than the na¬ 
tional average for crema- _ .

Financial service firm En¬ 
gage Mutual has released 
the data, with bosses saying 
the cost was a burden on 
relatives. 

Only 18 per cent of people 
aged over 50 had made spe¬ 
cific provisions for funeral 
costs, while nine per cent 
admit to having no idea how 
much one costs to organise. 

Pressure 

It predicts that in 30 years 
time burials could cost as 
much as £13,000, while cre¬ 
mations could cost £9,000. 

In Dudley, Councillor Pat¬ 
rick Harley has been outspo¬ 
ken on burial charges in the 
past when the local author¬ 
ity announced its fees would 
rise by 15 per cent. 

He said: “It seems death 
is about as expensive as 
taxes these days. 

“Unfortunately costs do 
get increased. This is some¬ 
thing that people’s don’t 
think about until the worst 
happens. But when it does 
happen it puts more pres¬ 
sure on people.” 

Northern Ireland is the 


cheapest country in the UK 
for a burial with an average 
of £3,500. 

But the figures more than 
double in London where the 
average rockets to £7,490. 

Fees have risen across the 
Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire. 

It now costs a basic 
amount of £1,762 for an ex¬ 
clusive lawn burial in Wal¬ 
sall, slightly higher than 
£1,610 in Dudley. 

The same service costs 
£1,587 in Wolverhampton, 
£1,557 in Sandwell and 
£1,540 in South Stafford¬ 
shire. 

There will also be charges 
for such things as adminis¬ 
tration, embalming, grave 
digging, use of a church and 
the hiring a vicar, a verger 
and an organist adding to 
the total. 

In March burial fees in 
South Staffordshire were 
reduced by as much as 20 
per cent, including for peo¬ 
ple living outside the district 
who wanted to be buried 
there.

The longest part of her career was spent at Belle Vue Pri¬ 
mary School, in Wordsley, where she taught for 17 years.

Sponsors 
and signs 
in move to 
raise cash 

DUDLEY Council is bidding 
to raise an extra £200,000 
in advertising and event 
sponsorship over the next 
four years as it attempts to 
balance its books. 

Advertising space on town 
boundary and roundabout 
signs have been identified as 
ways to continue generating 
cash for Dudley Council. 

Other initiatives include 
selling of advertising spaces 
on the borough’s 30 bins 
and 28 poster sites at 10 lo¬ 
cations across the patch. 

Sponsorship at public cer¬ 
emonies has also been tar¬ 
geted as a way of the council 
generating cash. 

The council’s marketing 
team raises £60,000 a year 
but bosses have raised a tar¬ 
get for staff to bring in an 
extra £8,000 this financial 
year. 

A further £184,000 is to 
be made over three years 
under the proposed budget, 
which is set for final ap¬ 
proval at next week’s full 
council meeting. It comes 
as part of a fresh wave of 
cuts put forward by council 
bosses who are struggling to 
meet a shortfall in funding 
due to Government reduc¬ 
tions in funding. 

There are 13 roundabouts 
in the borough available 
for advertising and spon¬ 
sorship. A further 22 are 
planned.

Bottles from 200 years ago found in dig

DOZENS of bottles containing shoe polish 
dating back to the 18th Century have been 
uncovered by archaeologists at the site of a 
historic market in the Black Country. 

The 30 intact stoneware bottles of ‘liquid 
blacking’ were found carefully stacked up 
against walls of a demolished room, thought 
to be a cellar, below the market area in 
Dudley. 

Labelling on one of the bottles indicates 
they were produced between 1791 and 1816. 

The room would have formed part of a 
complex of market buildings, once known 
as Middle Row, in the central part of the 
market place in the High Street. 


Demolished in the mid 19th Century, the 
buildings, and their contents, are only being 
discovered again as work begins on replac¬ 
ing the existing market stalls. It is part of 
Dudley Council’s £6.7million regeneration 
project in the town centre. 

The archaeological work is being carried 
out by SLR Consulting. Workers discovered 
the bottles where the floor and lower parts 
of the wall to the demolished brick-floor 
room remained. 

Councillor Judy Foster, cabinet member 
for regeneration, said: “It’s incredible to 
know that this fascinating piece of history 
has been preserved for all this time under 


the pavements of Dudley town centre. 
During the planning for these works we 
factored in a programme of archaeological 
works for exciting finds such as these bot¬ 
tles and we will continue to take this op¬ 
portunity to learn and record exciting facts 
from our past.” 

Last month the archaeologists uncovered 
shells of oysters, which were a popular fast 
food 400 years ago. 

They have also two former market build¬ 
ings which were part of the Middle Row. 

They have records and maps showing 
their locations, but little is still known 
about what each building was used for. 


Prison for the death race 
driver who killed before

A CONVICTED killer from Dud¬ 
ley who caused the death of a 
mother-of-two while speeding 
in a race was today is starting a 
jail term - six years after he was 
locked up for a deadly stabbing. 

Ashley Lovekin had never had either 
a driving lesson or a licence and was 
behind the wheel of someone else’s car 
when it crashed, killing 31-year-old 
Nicky Robinson. 

Lovekin, aged 24, had previously been 
locked up for seven years for the man¬ 
slaughter of his mother’s partner. 

He was driving the car which crashed 
in Birmingham Road, Parkfields, Wolver¬ 
hampton, on August 4, last year. 

Miss Robinson, who he had met hours 
earlier in the city’s Gorgeous Bar, was the 
front seat passenger when Lovekin lost 
control, killing her and seriously injuring 
his friend Daniel Richards who was sitting 
in the back and had repeatedly told him to 
slow down, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

CCTV evidence confirmed that Lovekin 
was racing a white Audi A5 which sped off 
from the scene following the accident and 
has never been traced, revealed Mr Robert 
Price, prosecuting. The two cars undercut 
another vehicle as they turned off Wolver¬ 
hampton city centre’s Ring Road onto Bir¬ 
mingham Road travelling towards Dudley. 

Witness 

Lovekin, driving a blue Peugeot 206, was 
‘tailgating’ the Audi at an average speed 
of 49mph in a 30mph limit zoe before pull¬ 
ing out onto the wrong side of the road to 
overtake it. He tried to return to the cor¬ 
rect lane on a sweeping left hand bend but 
clipped the kerb of a pedestrian refuge in 
the middle of the road, sending the car spin¬ 
ning onto the pavement on the opposite side 
of the street. 

The vehicle tore through a set of cast 
iron bollards at the entrance to cul-de-sac 
Curzon Street, ripping some from their con¬ 
crete base, before rolling onto its side and 
smashing into a lamp post. 

The Audi was several seconds behind it 
when the crash occurred. Its driver stopped, 


took one look at the scene and accelerated 
away, the court heard. 

Miss Robinson, of Bradley, Bilston, who 
was mother to Keira, 11, and eight year old 
Karys, died instantly. Rescue crews worked 
for two hours to release back-seat passen¬ 
ger Mr Richards from the wreckage. He suf¬ 
fered a badly broken leg and arm and was 
off work for eight months. 

Lovekin was badly hurt and in hospital 
for 11 days. He initially told police he had 
been a rear seat passenger in the car but 
was confirmed as the driver by Mr Richards. 

The two men had met Miss Robinson, 
whose children were being cared for by her 
mother, that night at the Gorgeous Bar. 
She had gone for an evening out with a 
girlfriend who owned the Peugeot and had 
handed the keys to Miss Robinson before 
the pair split up. 


Mr Stephen Cadwaladr, defending, said: 
“He (Lovekin) is devastated by the conse¬ 
quences of his actions which he describes 
as blind stupidity. He recognises that there 
will be people tempted to hate him as a re¬ 
sult of his behaviour and he will have to 
carry the enormous responsibility of what 
he has done to the grave.” 

Relatives of Miss Robinson shouted as 
Lovekin, of Springfield Road, Dudley, was 
jailed for five years and eight months with 
a five-year extended licence. 

He was also banned from driving for 
eight years after last week admitting caus¬ 
ing both death and serious injury by dan¬ 
gerous driving. 

The court also heard that Lovekin, who 
claimed to be unable to remember exactly 
what had happened during the run-up to 
the accident, was sent to a young offenders 


institution for seven years in September 
2008 after being convicted of the man¬ 
slaughter of 33-year-old Lance Hamilton, 
partner of his mother Joanne Perry. The 
victim received a single fatal stab wound to 
the stomach after a family dispute spilled 
into the street. 

Judge John Warner told Lovekin: “This 
is not the first time you have killed someone 
by an unlawful act. You were racing that 
car and that you represent a significant risk 
of causing serious harm to members of the 
public.” 

Relatives of Miss Robinson in a statement 
said: “Nicky was a loving daughter, mother, 
sister, cousin and niece. 

“She was an outgoing, beautiful and bub¬ 
bly person who was loved by many. She 
lived for her two girls, who she loved and 
adored.”

Natalie Eustace, aged 37, took part 
with her friend Sam Priest and their 
daughters, Annalise, 11, and Alicia, 10, 
on the day. 

Mrs Eustace, of Hednesford Road, 
Heath Hayes, said the Himley event 
was their third on the row having 


previously ran in Walsall and Telford. 
The group always chose a fancy dress 
theme, this year picking St Trinian’s 
outfits complete with hockey sticks. 

That proved useful for Sam who had 
to hobble around the course after sus¬ 
taining a foot injury. 

They were determined to complete 
the course to help raise more than £150. 

It had taken on special significance 
for Mrs Eutace’s family as her father 
Keith, 77, had recently received news 
he was clear of bowel cancer. 

Tracey Duffy, event organiser, said: 


“I want to say a heartfelt thanks to 
everyone who took part in Race for Life, 
and their supporters, as well as our he¬ 
roic volunteers. 

“It was a fantastic day, full of emo¬ 
tion, courage, tears and laughter as over 
3,400 women joined forces to show can¬ 
cer who’s boss. 

“Now I’m asking all the women who 
took part and all the friends, family and 
colleagues who pledged to sponsor them, 
to transform their passion into progress 
by returning the money they’ve raised 
as soon as possible.” 

Cost 

Cancer Research UK does not receive 
any Government funding for its work.

THERE are times I wonder if 
some of the Tories enjoy a good 
strike. 

It gives them the chance to 
remind the country of Labour’s 
reliance on the unions and try 
to get everyone to gang up on 
them. 

It’s our children who suffered 
the loss of a day’s precious ed¬ 
ucation, the critics say. It’s the 
hardworking (all the parties love 
that word) parents who had to 
make alternative arrangements. 
The unions say they’re doing 
this for everyone. The Tories say 
they’re hurting everyone. 

The taxpaying public are play¬ 
ing piggy in the middle while our 
kids’ education and future is in 
an emotional custody battle be¬ 
tween opposing ideologies. The 
unions make the valid point that 
it wasn’t lollipop ladies, bin men 
or social workers that caused 
the recession. 

Neither was it the children or 
the mums and dads who have 
been inconvenienced by a shut 
school or left with a full bin on 
the basis of a strike justified with 
turnouts as low as 20 per cent in 
some unions. 

Firefighters had a much bigger 
turnout for their ballot. 

But their own reasons for 
striking - particularly the con¬ 
cern over 60-year-old firefighters 
being expected to carry people 
out of burning buildings due to 
pension reforms - were swept 
up in a general wave of pub¬ 
lic sector discontent because 
everyone chose the same day 
to walk out. Everyone walking 
out at once might have grabbed 
the headlines, but it also let the 
Government to condemn them 
en masse rather than address 
the many and varied concerns 
each union has. 

Meanwhile Tory, Lib Dem and 
Labour MPs who either imposed 
miserable austerity on the coun¬ 
try or presided over years of 
unsustainable spending (debate 
those points among yourselves) 
were probably not too bothered 
by schools shutting. 

They earn more than double 
the national average salary. I 
can’t imagine any of them was 
particularly stretched by the ex¬ 
tra childcare costs. 

At least the Tories took a side, 
whether rightly or wrongly, in 
condemning the strike. 

Labour chose to neither sup¬ 
port nor condemn it officially 
even though its bread is but¬ 
tered by the unions and their 
donations. 

It’s a strange position to take 
because Labour owes its very 
existence to the trade union 
movement. 

I don’t see why Ed Miliband 
needs to appear so coy about it. 

He could do with working out 
exactly where he stands with 
public sector strikes so the un¬ 
ions know what they’re letting 
themselves in for if he becomes 
Prime Minister. 

As any ‘hardworking’ person 
affected by the walkouts will at¬ 
test, playing piggy in the middle 
is no fun at all.

LAST week there was a one 
day strike for public sector 
workers in a dispute over 
pay.

House prices are 
ready to rocket up 

AVERAGE house prices in the West Midlands are on 
course to break the £200,000 barrier by the end of next 
year, says a new report. 

Officials say it is a sign of the increasing strength in 
the region’s economy with growth expected to almost 
double this year. 

Experts at leading accountancy firm PwC - formerly 
PricewaterhouseCoopers - say the recovery in the wider 
UK economy could see interest rates starting to rise as 
early as the end of this year. 

While that might cause a slight slowdown in the hous¬ 
ing market, as some families fear higher mortgage re¬ 
payments, PwC is still predicting average house prices 
in the West Midlands could hit £210,000 by the end of 
next year. They could rise as high as £256,000 by 2020 

It is a reflection of how the UK housing market has 
leapt back into life over the past 12 to 18 months with 
prices rising across the country. 

House prices are expected to rise eight per cent in the 
West Midlands this year, up from £184,000 at the end 
of 2013. 
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Council to 
make an 
additional 
£4mofcuts 


DUDLEY Council needs to make an extra £4 
million of cuts this year to balance its books. 

Finance bosses say the fresh cuts during the 2014/15 fi¬ 
nancial year will help them to deal with a greater shortfall 
in funding during the following three years. 

Councillor Stuart Turner, cabinet member for finance, 
said “We are facing the deepest cuts to the council’s budget 
in living memory. 

“To manage this difficult situation as prudently as pos¬ 


sible we are bringing for¬ 
ward planned cuts into this 
financial year. This protects 
council reserves and leaves 
us in a stronger position 
going forward.” 

Some of the savings will 
be made by restructuring 
departments and increasing 
burial fees, which was ap¬ 
proved in April. 

Bankrupt 

The council needs to save 
£30m over the next three 
years with 27 compulsory 
and 72 voluntary redundan¬ 
cies planned for this year. It 
follows the loss of 621 jobs 
from the council over the 
previous three years. 

The council says the drop 
in Government funding 
had not been as bad as first 
feared. 

Council leader David 
Sparks said: “The situation 
is at Dudley by 2016 we 
will have a gap of £30.2mil- 
lion between income and 
expenditure. We therefore 
have to take corrective 
action because we are de¬ 
termined we will not go 
bankrupt. 

“We have had a exercise 
of looking at activities of 
council to see where we can 
make further savings. We 
have identified four million

pounds out of this. It is 
from across the board at the 
council.” 

The budget approved in 
March resulted in a council 
tax freeze, which resulted in 
a £l.lm Government grant. 

Rates for properties will 
remain the same with band 
D homes paying £1,272.67. 

Cuts already identified 
include cuts to street clean¬ 
ing, which will see residents 
being encouraged to hold 
their own litter picks, and 
plans to shorten the collec¬ 
tion period for green waste 
to save £100,000. 

The management of King- 
swinford’s Broadfield House 
Glass Museum could be 
transferred to a third party 
in a bid to trim £170,000 by 
2015/16. There are propos¬ 
als to save up to £581,000 by 
reducing road construction 
and resurfacing. 

Councillor Patrick Har¬ 
ley, leader of the council’s 
Conservatives, said: “In one 
breath the Labour council 
is telling us they are finan¬ 
cially better off than they 
had predicated and yet de¬ 
cide to bring forward £4m 
worth of additional cuts. 
This is completely bizarre.” 


Taxpayers paying out 
convict compensation 

TAXPAYERS are paying out £138,000 a year in compensa¬ 
tion to convicted criminals attacked in prison - sparking 
anger from a Black Country MP who unearthed the figure. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has received figures from 
Parliament which show settlements for victims of jail as¬ 
saults over the past four years came to a total £552,000. 

Notable awards include Milly Dowler’s killer Levi Bell- 
field, who received £4,500 in April following an assault. 
Others to receive money include Moors murderer Ian 
Brady and Soham murderer Ian Huntley. These figures 
come after reports of overcrowded and under-staffed pris¬ 
ons coincided with a 25 per cent rise in the number of as¬ 
saults in jail. Mr Austin said: “Decent law-abiding families 
will be shocked to discover services they rely on are being 
cut back and families are being hit with the bedroom tax, 
while the Government is letting compensation for crimi¬ 
nals go up every year.”

More than 700 under 18s 


accused of child sex abuse 



Solar deal — Nigeria’s President Goodluck Jonathan 


ALMOST 1,000 under 18s 
were accused of sexual of¬ 
fences against other children 
in the Midlands in the last two 
years, new figures reveal. 

The youngest perpetrator was 
aged 10 and the youngest victim 
was aged under one, figures from 
the NSPCC show 

It comes as it was revealed more 
than 8,000 under 18s across England 
and Wales were accused of sexual of¬ 
fences against other children over two 
years. 

In total in the West Midlands 719 
cases in the West Midlands and a fur¬ 
ther 91 cases in Staffordshire where 
the youngest perpetrator was aged 
five, and the youngest victim just four. 

In West Mercia, police recorded 148 
cases, with the youngest perpetrator 
was aged three. The figures have been 
obtained through a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request by the charity.

The NSPCC claims up to two thirds 
of contact sexual abuse on children is 
committed by other young people. But 
they say this kind of behaviour can be 
turned around if caught early. 

It has a harmful sexual behaviour 
service called Turn the Page, which 
they say is already showing success in 
helping young offenders change their 
ways. 

Pornography 

Sandra McNair, NSPCC regional 
head of service, said: “It’s deeply con¬ 
cerning that thousands of children are 
committing sexual offences, including 
serious assaults and rape. For very 
young children, such as those of pri¬ 
mary school age or younger, we have 
to question the environment in which 
they are growing up in that has led to 
them behaving in this way. 


“We also know that for many older 
children pornography is now part 
of life. Easy access to hard core, de¬ 
grading and often violent videos on 
the internet is warping young people 
views of what is normal or acceptable 
behaviour. It is also feeding into ‘sex- 
ting’ where teenagers are creating 
and distributing their own videos and 
images that are illegal and have led to 
prison sentences.” 

But she insisted children were not 
beyond help. 

“If we act quickly and children re¬ 
ceive therapy such as that provided by 
the NSPCC’s ‘Turn the Page’ service 
we can stop them becoming adult sex 
offenders,” she added. “Most impor¬ 
tantly, their victims need support to 
overcome what has happened to them. 
Sexual offences, whether committed 
by another child or an adult, can have 
lifelong consequences.”

Call for ban on 
Rolf books and 
CDs at libraries 


THE works of disgraced 
entertainer Rolf Harris 
will remain freely available 
to borrow from libraries 
in some areas of the Black 
Country after council boss¬ 
es refused to pull them 
from the shelves. 

Paedophile Harris was 
jailed for five years and 
nine months having been 
found guilty of commit¬ 
ting a string of sex attacks 
against young girls. 

Many of his books and 
CDs line the shelves of li¬ 
braries across the region 
and some council bosses 
have provoked anger 
by refusing to ditch the 
84-year-old’s work. Books 
include his 2002 autobiog¬ 
raphy Can You Tell What 
It Is Yet? and the 2010 best 
seller he wrote about his 
dog, Buster Fleabags. 

A Bilston Library user, 


who asked not to be named, 
said he was ‘disgusted and 
outraged’ after seeing a 
book by Harris in his local 
library on Mount Pleasant. 

Councillor Elias Mattu, 
Wolverhampton City 
Council leisure boss, said 
the authority had no plans 
to remove books featuring 
Rolf Harris. 

Another outraged library 
user, Chris Dyke, came 
across a copy of Harris’ 
Best of Rolf Harris CD at 
Dudley Library. 

“It is an absolute dis¬ 
grace,” said the 40-year-old 
health and safety officer. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, 
Dudley libraries boss, said 
items Harris’ autobiogra¬ 
phy and a CD would re¬ 
main available in borough 
libraries, but one chil¬ 
dren’s fiction title would 
be removed from shelves.

President is the 
key to deal that 
will help victims 
of a fraudster 


A FRAUDSTER who duped property owners out of more 
than £150,000 has been given one final chance to pay back 
his victims — but it depends on a deal being approved by 
Nigeria’s President Goodluck Jonathan 
Mark Ware, aged 50, targeted homeowners, including 


residents in Stourbridge and 
Hagley, as part of his fraud 
which involved a total of 
£157,995. Customers com¬ 
plaints to Central England 
Tradings Standards after 
handing over money for 
building projects on their 
homes that were not com¬ 
pleted. 

Having initially denied 
two counts of fraudulent 
trading and three counts of 
VAT fraud, Ware admitted 
the offices after a trial got 
underway in April. 

Birmingham Crown 
Court was told last month 
that Ware was negotiating 
a multi-million pound con¬ 
tract to be signed by the 
President of Nigeria Good¬ 
luck Jonathan. 

At the court last week 
Judge Mary Stacey delayed 
sentencing Ware, of Newick 
Avenue, Sutton Coldfield, 
after being told he was still 
to receive cash from the con¬ 
tract. 

Giving evidence on oath at 
a previous hearing, Ware’s 
new boss Andrew McPher¬ 
son, of Renewables Trading 
Company, said Ware had 
clinched a deal with the Ni¬ 
gerian Government worth 
£335 million to supply solar 
panels. If it goes ahead, 
Ware would earn £2m.

Firm fined after boy's 
head was stuck in gate

A FIRM has been fined after 
an eight-year-old boy’s head 
got stuck in an automated 
school gate. 

Oliver Mincher was on his way out 
of Pedmore CE Primary School with 
his father on September 25, 2012, 
when the gate closed on him, causing 
bruising to his head and ear. 

Leicester-based Access Control 
Solutions Ltd has now been fined 
£3,300 over the incident following a 
court hearing. 

At Dudley Crown Court last week 
Oliver’s father Dan Bansal described 
the incident as ‘dreadful’. He said: 
“You don’t send your children to 
school and expect them to be injured. I 
was shocked. He ran off in front of me 
and I called to him to tell him to wait, 
as past the gate is a public area. He 
stopped in the gateway to look at me. 
It hit his shoulder and before I knew 
where I was he was screaming at the 
top of his voice.” 

Mr Bansal said he had to use all of 
his force to try to get Oliver out of the 
gate. After a few seconds staff inside 
the school saw what was happening 
and pressed the release button. He 
added: “Oliver is OK now, he talks 
about it and it gives him nightmares 
sometimes.” 

Prosecuting solicitor Mrs Sarah 
Palfreyman, on behalf of the Health 
and Safety Executive, said there was 
no safety trip fitted to the gate despite 
this having been identified as a risk 

She said: “The guard they said 
would be fitted wasn’t fitted. The gate 
there wasn’t the gate they expected it 
to be, so the guard they had did not fit 
and no guard was fitted.” 

Speaking on behalf of the company, 
Mr Tom Panton said it was a matter 
of ‘absolute dismay’ that the company 
found itself in court. He said: “This 
has never happened before, nothing 
ever even remotely like it.” 


He explained that the intention had 
always been to fit the proper safety 
measures to the gate but that it was 
a “source of some embarrassment 
that the company can’t narrow down 
precisely why intention didn’t match 
reality””. 

Mr Panton also said the company 


has now checked the qualifications of 
its engineers, and sent all of them on 
a specialist course about automated 
systems, as well as ‘beefing up’ risk 
assessment and review procedures. 

Magistrates fined the company 
£3,300, and ordered it to pay court 
costs of £773.

Mr William¬ 
son added: “I am glad that we have a 
promise this issue will be raised with 
Ministers. 

“I will also be meeting the planning 
minister in the near future to discuss 
this matter further.

CAITLIN Moran is at pains in 
the preface of her new nov¬ 
el to stress that it is a work 
of fiction, even though her 
hero Johanna — like Caitlin 
— comes from a large family 
on a Wolverhampton council 
estate and gets her big break 
writing for the music press. 

The early part of How To Build A Girl 
(Ebury, hardback, £14.99) reads like 
her flawed sit-com Raised By Wolves 
rather than the sparky, witty ladette 
feminism of her best-seller How To 
Be A Woman. It is actually her second 
novel having written published fantasy 
The Chronicles of Narmo when 15. 

She hits her stride in rude and rum¬ 
bustious, self-deprecating style and, 
like her best journalism, the frivolous 
fun has moments of insight. But if you 
have read her Wolverhampton memo¬ 
ries in her non-fiction, it is hard not to 
see character and author as one. 

William Boyd is the latest author 
to revive James Bond and he does a 
good job in Solo (Vintage, paperback, 
£7.99). This is Ian Fleming’s Bond rath¬ 
er than the movie versions. He drinks 
too much, smokes too much, eyes 
every attractive woman as a possible 
conquest, and has a cruel, vengeful 
streak. We meet Bond celebrating his 
45th birthday in 1969 with fine dining 
and wine at The Dorchester, reminisc¬ 
ing about his D-Day experiences. Boyd 
gives this adventure an agreeable retro 
feel as M sends 007 on a mission to a 
African civil war with oil revenues up for 
grabs. In a nice touch for devotees, the 
author adds a few tasty extras like the 
recipe for Bond’s favourite salad dress¬ 
ing, probably shaken not stirred.

Another resurrected sleuth this sum¬ 
mer is the aristocratic Peter Wimsey, 
who finds his elevation to a dukedom 
embroils him in a row between Oxford 
college academics in The Late Schol¬ 
ar (Hodder & Stoughton, paperback, 
£8.99). Things turn nasty when the 
squabble over an ancient manuscript 
leads to murder akin to one that fea¬ 
tured in a novel by his mystery writer 
wife Harriet. Jill Paton Walsh does Dor¬ 
othy L Sayers proud in this delightfully 
old fashioned whodunnit. 

Horror thriller The Girl With All The 
Gifts (Orbit, hardback, £12.99) is a 
tense and poignant post-apocalypse 
tale with a tender strand of maternal 
love at its heart. With sudden moments 
of gory violence, M R Carey (who 
writes for comics, including mighty 


How To Build A Girl published by Ebury 

Marvel) has created a real page-turn¬ 
er blending the best elements from 28 
Days Later and Let The Right One In. 
After a bleak and powerful beginning, 
the story of special little girl Melanie 
becomes a tale of survival on the road 
as a band of survivors aim for home 
through a English countryside where 
lurking dangers include terrifying zom¬ 
bie-like Hungries and lawless Junkers. 

Chiller The Voices (Pan, paperback, 
£7.99) recalls the long hot summer of 
1976. Author F R Tallis is clearly a fan¬ 
tasy fan, making one of his characters 
a composer with the BBC Radiophonic 
Workshop, referencing Hammer hor¬ 
ror and Star Wars. In this slow-burn¬ 
ing haunted house story a family find 
strange voices leaking through electri¬ 
cal devices in their big Victorian house.

Hospital statistics for 
gunshot and stab wounds 


A HOSPITAL trust has treated more than half 
the victims of all stab and gunshot wounds 
in the Black Country and Staffordshire in the 
last three years, new figures show. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
which runs Sandwell General Hospital in West Bromwich 
and City Hospital at Winson Green, handled 358 stabbing 
incidents and 15 gunshot patients from 2011 to 2014. 


In all there were 640 stab 
victims and 62 gunshot pa¬ 
tients at hospitals in the 
Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire during that pe¬ 
riod. The figures came from 
a Freedom of Information 
request by the Chronicle’s 
sister newspaper the Ex¬ 
press & Star and includes 
data from Wolverhampton’s 
New Cross, Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall, Walsall Manor, 
Stafford and Cannock Chase 
hospitals. 

Russells Hall Hospital 
treated the largest number

of gunshot wounds since 
2011 with 16, closely fol¬ 
lowed by Stafford Hospital 
(15) and Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Trust (15). 

Chief executive of 
Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham hospitals Toby 
Lewis said: “The number 
of patients we treat with 
these injuries represent a 
tiny percentage of the total 
number of patients treated.” 


Christina’s mother backs knife bin

THE mother of stabbing victim Christina Edkins urged 
people to hand in their weapons as she unveiled a new 
knife amnesty bin. 

The Halesowen schoolgirl’s parents Kathleen and 
Jason Harris spoke publicly for the first time since the 
16-year-old’s death last year. She was stabbed on a bus in 
Birmingham while travelling to Leasowes High School. 
Her killer, mentally ill Phillip Simelane, of Walsall, was 
sentenced to an indeterminate hospital order. 

Miss Edkins’ parents launched a knife surrender bin 
at Tesco Fiveways in Edgbaston, close to where Christina 
died. Mrs Harris said: “I don’t think people realise the 
effect that knife crime has on people. 

“It destroys not only the victim’s parents but their fam¬ 
ily and friends as well. We can never have our Christina 
back but if this bin can even help one person to get rid of 
one knife, and save one life, then it will have been worth¬ 
while. I would like to make people think more about knife 
crime, not just young people but adults as well. Be sure 
you are aware if your child is carrying a knife and explain 
to them what the consequences could be.”

Curtain-raiser promises 
to be spectacular 
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T he build-up to the 

Commonwealth Games has 
been almost as exhausting as 
taking part. 

For months we’ve been told it’s on 
its way and that it’s going to be 
fantastic - well, at long last, it’s time 
for Glasgow to put its money where its 
mouth is and prove that anything 
London can do, it can at least match. 

Following the success of the 
Olympics in 2012, the city certainly 
has a lot to live up to, but Clare 
Balding, who will be on presenting 
duties for the BBC throughout the 
event, thinks Glasgow will do Scotland 
proud. 

“It’s amazing how much people are 
still talking about London 2012 and 
when they start talking about it they 
smile,” says Balding. “It makes them 
feel warm inside and I think it showed 
the best of us as a country. 

“I know that Glasgow will do the 
same, and the Scottish welcome will 
be warm and generous and 
enthusiastic. I just think it is a very 
good reflection of our ability to 
organise major events and stage them 
with humour and a great appreciation 


of entertainment value, and to do so 
efficiently and always with the athlete 
in mind.” 

She will present coverage of the 
opening ceremony at Celtic Park 
alongside Gary Lineker and Hazel 
Irvine; Irvine also provides the 
commentary with Huw Edwards. 

The Queen’s Baton Relay ends 
here, and 3,000 volunteers take part 
in what promises to be a spectacular 
show. 

Competitors from 71 nations enter 
the arena in the Parade of Athletes 
before the Queen herself officially 
declares the Games open. 

Will she arrive by helicopter with 
James Bond, as she did during the 
Olympics? Well, we’ll have to wait and 
see. 

Although most of the action takes 
place in Glasgow, the diving is being 
held in Edinburgh, which has hosted 
the Games twice in the past. 

One person hoping to make a big 
splash there this time is Tom Daley. 
“He’ll be defending his title,” explains 
Balding. “It’ll be really interesting for 
Tom. There’s been a lot written about 


him, people questioning his 
motivation, his fitness, can he step up 
there? He’s up against Matt Mitcham 
of Australia, who’s his strongest 
competitor.” 

Balding will mostly be hanging out 
at the Tollcross International 
Swimming Centre in Glasgow, and will 
be keeping her eye on several 
swimmers, in particular Chad le Clos, 
the young South African whose father 
Bert made such an impact on viewers 
thanks to his emotional interview 
about his on during the 2012 
Olympics. 

“But there are some really strong 
swimmers from the UK, in particular 
from Scotland,” claims Balding. “I hope 
Hannah Miley defends her medley title 
and then there’s Michael Jamieson, 
who got the best result of all the 
swimmers at the Olympics with a 
silver medal. He’s in there with a really 
good chance of getting Scotland’s first 
gold in the pool.” 

Whatever happens, we’re looking 
forward to 11 days of top-class 
competition, and hope a few more star 
performers become household names 
by the time the closing ceremony 
begins.

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Freelander 
Metropolis 
a class act

Land Rover has unveiled the most luxurious 
and best equipped Freelander ever - and 
despite all the extra kit it costs less than the 
previous flagship of the range. 

And we know there will never be a better Freeland¬ 
er because the model is due to be replaced next year 
by the Discovery Sport. 

Most manufacturers produce special editions during a 
model’s run-out period, and in this case it’s the £35,995 Me¬ 
tropolis which builds on the previously top-of-the-range HSE 
Lux with premium Windsor leather, electrically-adjustable 
seats, a panoramic sunroof, xenon headlights, a reversing 
camera, premium metallic paint, gloss black interior high¬ 
lights and new 19in alloy wheels. 

Launched at the Windsor Horse Show, it heads up a com¬ 
pletely revised Freelander range, with new trim levels and 
power train options. It should boost Freelander sales at a 
time when the popularity of compact SUVs is still growing, 
as is the choice and sophistication of the competition. 

That said, the Freelander 2 already has the advantage 
of being instantly recognisable as a product of the iconic 
marque, with styling cues taken from the Discovery and of 
course, the Range Rover. For many that makes it an object 
of desire, and does secondhand values no harm at all. 

The 4x4 Freelander is a serious off-roader, but it’s also 
roomy and comfortable everyday transport on the road: and 
in the case of the Metropolis downright luxurious. It’s the ul¬ 
timate Freelander, in a range which has been moving further 
upmarket with each successive revision. 

Comfort 

Driver and passengers can relax in the plush leather 
and in air conditioned comfort, while enjoying the same 
high-powered surround sound system fitted to top Jaguar 
models. A central colour touch-screen provides compact 
and easy-to-use controls for the satnav, audio and Bluetooth 
telephone systems. 

It is, naturally, powered by the top engine in the range, the 
190PS, 2.2-litre, four-cylinder diesel which can take it from 
a standstill to 62mph in under ten seconds and average a 
little over 40mpg. 

The smooth and responsive automatic transmission is 
standard: you have to concentrate to even feel the changes 
which adds to the car’s upmarket feel. 

That feeling is echoed in the interior: not just the Metrop¬ 
olis extras but the styling cues on the instruments and con¬ 
trols which just scream Range Rover. 

A previous makeover simplified the switchgear, removing 
for example the big Terrain Response’ knob so that there’s 
now just one switch allowing you to scroll through a menu 
of settings which govern how the gears, throttle and steering 
respond best in any given conditions. 

Land Rover prides itself on the superior off-road capabil¬ 
ities of all its cars and the Freelander is no exception. But 
long gone are the days of the Series I’s rough ride result¬ 
ing from the necessarily beefy, long travel suspension. Now 
they have to compete with the comfort and ride quality of 
their less versatile rivals on the road where, let’s face it, 
SUVs will spend most of their time. 

The Freelander soaks up the bumps, with a smooth, sa¬ 
loon car-like ride while the engine is refined and quiet. High¬ 
speed cornering in a high vehicle like this inevitably means 
some body roll, but it’s not enough to cause discomfort. 

If the original Freelander was the baby of the range, the 
Freelander 2 is the teenager because it grew in all direc¬ 
tions, so it’s now not all that far behind its more expensive 
siblings in terms of room for five passengers. The 755 litres 
of boot space makes it useful family transport and by folding 
down the three rear seats you can extend that to 1,670 litres. 
The towing limit is 2,000kg. 

Electric windows and mirrors, split/fold rear seats, rear 
parking sensors, and electronic safety systems such as dy¬ 
namic stability control are standard across the new Free¬ 
lander range, which consists of five models.

Peugeot 308 
worthy winner

It’s good to know that just once in a while, the 
European Car of the Year panel gets things 
right. We’ve had some stinking decisions that 
have seemed to smack of brown paper bags 
in service station car parks at night. The clear 
winner in 2014 was a car that fully deserved 
the plaudits. Again it was a Peugeot family 
hatch, but the numerical closeness is all the 
underwhelming 307 and the excellent 308 
have in common. 

We’ve been getting used to the hatch for a little 
while now and Peugeot has subsequently fleshed out 
the 308 line with the car that we run the rule over here, 
the SW estate. Forget what you thought you knew 
about small estates. This one comes with a rare injec¬ 
tion of desirability. 

The petrol engine line up is based around a PureTech 
1.2-litre e-THP three-cylinder engine offering either 110 or 
130bhp. Go diesel and you’re looking at a 1.6-litre turbod¬ 
iesel. There’s a base version with 92bhp or an e-HDi model 
with 115bhp and Stop-Start. Next up are the new generation 
BlueHDi diesels, either a 1.6 with 120bhp or a 2.0-litre unit 
with 150bhp, the latter offering the option of auto transmis¬ 
sion. 

There’s usually a lot of nonsense spoken by car stylists 
but the buzzwords around the 308 SW really do ring true. 
Stretched, slender, fluid and dynamic, it’s anything but your 
usual hatchback with an afterthought of a glasshouse clum¬ 
sily attached. 

Storage 

Despite that arcing roofline, there’s plenty of space in 
the back. The boot below the parcel shelf is a respectable 
660-litres, which includes 70-litres of storage under the floor. 
You also get so-called Magic Flat rear seats which allow in¬ 
stant folding of both parts of the rear seat using levers ac¬ 
cessible on the sides of the boot. Thanks to the automatic 
lowering of the rear seat cushions, the result is a flat floor 
and 1,660-litres of luggage space. Not enough for the extra 
third row seating that pevious models used to have though. 
The boot aperture has a width of up to 106cm and a length 
to the rear seat backs of 107cm. It has vertical side walls 
with minimal wheel arch intrusion and the load sill is among 
the lowest of any estate car. 

Prices start from around £17,000 and all models include 
Bluetooth, air conditioning and a DAB radio. You’ll need to 
avoid the entry-level Access model though if you want the 
9.7-inch multi-function infotainment touchscreen that makes 
the 308’s interior such an engaging place to be. That’s 
included at Active level, along with alloy wheels and auto 
headlamps. 

The range-topping Allure model gets leather and Alcan¬ 
tara seats, or you can pay a bit more and go for full leather. 
This features subtle stitching, some impressive fluting and a 
particularly comfortable shape. The optional electric adjust¬ 
ment includes a variable massage function. The full-length 
glass roof transforms the feel of the rear seats and is sure to 
prove a favourite option. 

Electric parking brakes haven’t found universal favour but 
the one fitted to the 308 is one of the better examples. It 
disengages automatically as you pull away and makes the 
centre console look clean and tidy. 

The aluminium roof bars are a standard fit item and Peu¬ 
geot will also sell you accessory and carrying systems for 
roof boxes and cycle carriers. 

No diesel engine in the 308 SW range emits more than 
lllg/km. Likely to prove popular with buyers is the new 
BlueHDi 1.6-litre 120bhp diesel which, when linked to a six- 
speed manual gearbox, records a combined cycle fuel con¬ 
sumption figure of some 88.3mpg and emissions of 85g/km; 
a record in the segment. 

The Peugeot 308 SW is that rarest of things; a compact 
estate with genuine style. All too often cars in this class are 
horribly compromised, offer little in the way of genuine prac¬ 
ticality over their hatchback siblings and look gawky and 
ill-proportioned. 

The 308 SW is sleek and stylish with a reassuring aura of 
quality both inside and out.
